WHITSUN HOLIDAYS

WAR ALARMS, RUMORS 


BIG QUESTION AT PRESENT 


IS WILL RUSSIA ACCEPT 


BRITISH PROPOSAL 


By tho Associated tress 


Whitsun holidays gave Europe's 
diplomats a rest and Europe's mil- 
lions at least temporary respite 
from alarms today with Soviet Rus- 
sia holding secret the answer to 
the continent's biggest question. 


That was: Will Russia accept 
Britain^ proposals, approved* by 
France, for bringing the Soviet im- 
ion Into the British-French front? 
Moscow still was silent on the 
identical messages delivered to the 
Kremlin Saturday 
by represent- 
atives of Britain and France but 
in- London the press and public 
took agreement for granted. 


Some informed British circles be- 
lieved, despite absence of any out- 
ward sign of Russian approval or 
disapproval, that Ivan Malsky, So- 
viet ambassador .to London, would 
be instructed to' accept the pro- 
posals for a mutual assistance ac- 
cord on his return there today 
from Geneva. 
British oplimism, In which a 
British-French-Russian line-up was 
hailed generally as a great assur- 
ance of peace, appeared to have 
swung feeling sharply in favor of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain as he 
began his third year at the head 
of Brllaln's government. 
Some foreign observers In Mos- 
cow thought that Russia, however, 
might wait to see what Britain and 
France would do In connection with 
recent Japanese actions in the Far 
East before committing herself de- 
finitely. 
In France, the graves of 30,000 
American soldiers who were killed 
in the world war were decorated 
In Memorial Day in order to coin- 
cide with the European holiday. 
In Spain, nationalists said Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco would 
fulfill his promise to send home all 
foreign troops by the end of the 
week. The German Condor legion 
of 5,000 already has sailed, about 
12,000 Italians will embark at Ca- 
diz on Wednesday, about 500 Por- 
tuguese have been concentrated at 
Salamanca for home-going and the 
return of Moorish troops to Mo- 
rocco also has begun.

Robstown, Texas, Record, and his 
brother, W. E. Swift, 37, Brown- 
wood, Texas, salesman, .spent 13 
hours Saturday going through the 
wild * canyon where several lives 
have been lost and boating parties 
have come to disaster. Both are 
good swimmers, 


Editor Swift said 
they 
wore 
bathing suits, heavy 
hats, knee 


pads, and tennis shoes, They drove 
nearly 1200 miles to the canyon 
Friday and entered It Saturday 
morning. 
"The going was easy 
and we 


walked and waded the first ten 
mllea down the river," Roy Swift 
4 said. "We lunched there where the 


gorge narrows to 40 feet and the 
river seems to run Into a blank 
wall. 


"Two miles farther down the 
river we encountered dangerous 
rapids where several boats and 
lives have been. lost. 
Boulders 
strewn In the river made it look 
impossible that any boat could get 
through. 


"There were places along this 


quarter-mile stretch In "which no 
swimmer could live and we used 
ropes to get over 
and 
around 
boulders. 


"As we neared the foot of the 


canyon the afternoon wind, which 
always roars up about 6 p. m. made 
tho going extremely difficult. We 
searched along the route for the 
body of the soldier who drowned 
trying to make the trip last year," 
The brothers rested frequently. 


Through three stretches of about 
half a mile they swam with inner 
tubes on which they carried cam,, 
eraa.

air force. Not only that, but an-

Our Guarantee of Freedom 
"In 
the 
early 
days 
when 


America was yet to be inhabited 
and Europe was the only real- 
u, dence of modern civilization, the 
^ rights of the common man were 


few. 
The large landowners and 
. noblemen ruled the lands. The 
/ 
common man worked and slaved 
' 
that he might maintain a mere 
existence. 
Actually he had no 
rights; he acted as he was ordered 
—He •worshipped as he was com- 
manded—his opinions were those 


« of his master, 
•I 
"Then came America—a chance 
"'to enjoy freedom—to be a free 
man—a, chance :|jr a new start, 


amendments to the constitution, 
which were to be known as tho 
'bill of rights." Here we find that 
all were to have equal rights and 
no one, regardless of his social 
position, was to be the superior to 
his fellowman in the eyes of the 
government, as had been the rule 
In the Old World. All persons 
were guaranteed freedom of re- 
ligion, speech and press and rights 
to peaceful assembly. All were to 
have fair trial and no private prop- 
erty was to be taken for public 
use without just 
compensation. 
Then there was that phrase that 
has meant so much to our coun- 
try since its oreanization, "that 
no one be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of 
law." 


"Today, as we go about our dally 
lives we give little thought to the 
many rights and freedoms which 
we enjoy. Often we even endan- 
ger-our rights because just con- 
sideration is not given to the prob- 
lems which arise. Recently the 
problem of freedom of speech has 
confronted us. We find sympathiz- 
ers of different "isms," who are of 
foreign birth, but citizens of the 
United States, organizing 
them- 
selves. They hold public meetings 
and make speeches in .which they 
praise their dictator and his poli- 
cies. Of course, they do not open- 
ly advocate violence but they lend 
their support to "isms" as prac- 
ticed in their homeland. This is 
their perfect right under our gov- 
ernment and there is nothing legal 
which can be done about it. We 
must remember that to keep our 
government a true democracy we 
must tolerate some 
propaganda 
and remember that our nation is 
one in which all are insured free- 
dom of speech, but let it not be 
said that a true American should 
encourage such organizations in 
our country. Such people should 
be constantly reminded that with 
the rights to freedom of speech 
came the implied obligations that 
they should limit themselves to 
just and fair criticism and they 
should be officially informed that 
the government possesses power 
to protect Itself against any forces 
that might prove destructive to 
the ideas upon which our democ- 
racy was founded. 


Comparison With Others. 
"We do not fully appreciate our 
Bill of Rights until we look to 
other nations, such as. dictator- 
ships and observe under what piti- 
ful conditions the people are liv- 
ing. Recently the newspapers and 
maglzlnes have been filled with 
news about the Jews in Europe. 
Thousands upon thousands have 
been; deported from their country 
practically penniless. Their homes 
and business were 
taken 
from 


them without compensation. Many 
have been placed in prisons and 
others put to death—BUT WHY? 
Not because of a wrong they have 
done, but simply ^ because they do 
not have the same popular views 
about government as their dicta- 
tor. 


that he will always stand for and 
demand the principles of our de- 
mocracy as set forth in the fol- 
lowing preamble to our constitu- 
tion: 
"We, the people of the 
United 


"Of course, all of the dictator- 
ships have freedom of speech; that 
is for those whose ideas corre- 
spond with those of the govern- 
ment, but for those whose ideas 
are different we find long terms 
in 
prisons 
and 
concentration 
camps. Instead" of considering the 
individuals rights, only the rights 
of the government are considered, 
The property of the people is taken 
by the government whenever need- 
ed and they are required to ac- 
cept whatever price, if any, that 
is offered. The phase which is 
considered the basis of'our-bill of 
rights, that no one be deprived of 
life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law, would be just 
so many words In a dictatorship. 
No Religious Freedom 


"Some of the nations have even 


gone- so far as to deny freedom 


States in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, in- 
sure domestic tranqullity, pro- 
vide for the common defense, pro- 
mote the general welfare, and se- 
cure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity, do 
ordain and establish this Consti- 
tution for the United States of 
America." 
"That, ladles and gentlemen, Is 
America's light In the storm of 
chaos. A copy of this sacred doc- 
ument should be placed in the 
home of every American citizen, 
and its meaning should be kept in 
the hearts and minds of all our 
people. 
"Even though the preamble to 


tho constitution was written in 
1787, Its meaning and significance 
are as important today as then, 
if not more so. Do we realize its 
tremendous 
meaning • when 
it 
states—"We, the people 
of 
the 


United States " Not one man as is 
the case in Germany and 'Italy— 
not half or part of the people, but 
every man and woman in the 
United States should ordain this 
as his constitution. But'when we 
note that almost half of our peo- 
ple do not so much as exercise 
their right to vote today, we won- 
der whether Americans really val- 
ue this privilege or if it is. of 
small concern to them whether 
they rule or whether one person 
dictates. 


Meaning Is Different 


"It is essential that all of us be 
interested and active in the af- 
fairs of our government. Why? 
In order to form a more perfect 
union. In 1787 'forming a more 
perfect 
union' 
meant 
drawing 
closer together the thirteen states 
which had many differences pull- 
ing them apart. T9day, however, 
the meaning is different—it means 
the co-operation 
of 
forty-eight 
states working together to solve 
in the best manner the problems 
facing them as a nation. 
"There are 
certain 
objectives 
we have to attain before establish- 
ing a better union. First, 'We, 
the people of the United States 
must establish justice.' Years ago 
to establish justice meant stop- 
ping stage coach hold-ups, gun 
fights, and cattle rustling. We 
have succeeded in removing the 
lone bandit, cattle thieves, and the 
like, but note what 
has 
taken 
their place—boss rule of cities, no- 
torious gangsters, and thieves of 
children rather than cattle. We 
certainly need to do our part in re- 
establishing justice in America 
today. 
"Another Ideal is set forth in 
the preamble stating, 'We, the peo- 
ple of the United States must in- 
sure domestic tranquillity,' Are 
our domestic affairs very tranquil 
today? 
Look at the numerous 
strikes and 
disagreements 
be- 
tween capital and labor, look at 
our relief lines 
and 
poverty- 
stricken areas, look at our crime 
bill of $15,000,000,000, the largest 
of any nation of the world today 
and the answer is evident—Amer- 
ica needs to further insure its do- 
mestic tranquillity. 
Need Common Defense 


"But that is not all our 
stltutlon stands for; the preamble 
'gives a fourth objecttive—'We, 
the people of the United States 
shall provide

fense.1 A hundred years ago when 
the 
United 
States 
was 
first 
emerging as a nation, its 
only 
army was the remains of the one 
left from the Revolutionary War 
with no navy at all. Naturally 
their aim in 'providing for

common defense' was to maintain 
a.falr-sUjed. army and navy. To- 


ward some goal in the business

icing crushed beneath the iron 
hand of a dictator. We have the 
;lorlous feeling of meaning some- 
thing as an Individual in this uni- 
verse by helping run tho affairs 
of our nation. So important does 
America consider 
each 
person 
:hat we have a written guarantee 
in the Bill of Rights of the free- 
dom and privileges of every citi- 
zen as long as America remains a 
nation. 


"In exchange for such blessings 
we owe something to our nation. 
In 1787 wo would have shown our 
loyalty and love for our country 
by fighting the Indians or helping 
build a town on the plains and 
prairies, but today the best way 
we can display our loyalty Is to 
show tolerance, co-operation, hon- 
esty, and Interest In our govern- 
mental affairs. Bo well informed 
on current events, exercise your went to those 
privilege to vote, demand capable more extensive 
and efficient leaders of your gov- 
ernment, know your constitution 
and what it stands for, and always 
use wisdom and tolerance In all 
actions toward governmental af- 
fairs. It Is such a little thing to 
be a good American today, and 
yet we gain so much from It. 
"Let us, therefore, in the splrll 
of d true patriot pledge 
anew 


that, 'We, the people of tho Unltted 
States in order to secure all these 
blessings of freedom, do ordain plncss."

American Crawl Stroke 
This Is tho most popular of all 
swimming strokes, not only because 
it is used by the champions and Is 
the fastest stroke, but because of 
its great value for • all-round phy- 
sical development. It Is a stroke 
that demands very little physical 
exertion and pays groat dividends 
In health. There aro no movements 
In this stroke that are difficult. 
There aro four important parts 
of the American crawl stroke— 
First, the breathing; second, the 
push-off; 'third, the leg movement; 
fourth, the arm movement. Each of 
these should be practiced alone, 
and only one should be taken up 
at a time. Patience will bo neces- 
sary. Each practice period should 
bo approximately half on hour 
lung. 
Tho push-off—Learn first to float 
face down In the water because II 
Is from that beginning that you 
will learn the American crawl. 
Walk out into tho water up to 
your breast. Extend your arms 
over your head in a diving pose. 
Take a deep breath and, while hold- 
Ing it. lean forward and throw 
yourself on tho water, at the same 
time plvlng a vigorous push with 
your logs. Your heels will rise to 
tho surface. Submerge your face 
until your oars are under water. Ex- 
tend yor body, and coast as far as 
possible. 
This floating position should be 
maintained 
for 
an 
appreciable 
length of time whilo you hold your 
breath. To regain standing posi- 
tion, lift your head, push hands 
down, bringing feet to the bottom,

The crawl kick—Tho crawl kick 
or flutter kick, as It is popularly 
called, is a short, even, up-and- 
down movement of the legs from 
the' hips, with the power of th« 
kick originating in tha lower trunk 
muscles.

Your feet should be 
turned In, pigeon-toed manner, with 
the toes pointed down, so that 
much of tho driving surface comes 
from the Instep.

Tnt 
movement can bo practiced stand- 
ing in chest-deep water. Your right 
arm is extended fonyard, the elbow 
higher than your hand. Your hand 
should enter the water in line with 
your ear, and then Is pulled vigor- 
ously down under the body to tho 
thigh. When your hand reaches the 
thigh, extend your arm straight to 
the rear. Bend your elbow and lift 
your arm out of water, bringing 
the hand closo to the shoulder and 
forward to first position. 
This movement ia Identical with 
both arms. However, they work al- 
ternately. While the right arm is 
extended directly In front of tho 
body, tho left arm Is finishing its 
pull and, as the right arm starts 
Its pull, the left arm Is being 
brought back in first position—tho 
recovery. All these 
movements 
should be as smooth and effortless 
as possible. 
In placing your hand In the wa- 
ter, your fingers and thumD should. 
be closed and your hand held flat, 
not cupped. The hand should en- 
ter tho water with a cutting motion 
—not "slapping" it. The pull should 
bo made with the hand entering 
the water before the elbowi The 
body should remain as flat as pos- 
sible in the water without arching 
of chest or baok and there should 
be as little rolling as possible. 
Breathing—This is a very Impor- 
tant part of the orawl stroke, and 
it is one part that Is slighted by 
many. It seems unnatural, as part 
of the breathing must be done un- 
der water. Unless correct breath- 
Ing Is mastered, you will never be- 
come a proficient swimmer. 
In practicing breathing, stand In 
waist-deep water, ; lace hands on 
knees, put face close to surface of 
water, turn head to one side. In- 
hale through your mouth. Place 
your face In the water and exhale 
through your nose, under water. 
This is the correct method of 
breathlner in tho crawl stroke and 
Is radically different from normal 
breathing. Practice until you can 
do It easily. 
In applying the breathing In the 
crawl stroke, inhale through the 
mouth by turning your head to 
tho left while the left arm Is re- 
covering. The exhalation through 
the nose takes place while the 
right arm Is recovering. 
There 
must be an inhalation every time 
the left arm is recovering and an 
exhalation every time the right arm 
is recovering. 
Coordination of the arms and 
legs—Having practiced separately, 
the component parts of the crawl 
stroke, they must now be put to- 
gether and coordinated, to that all 
movement will be rhythmic, grace- 
ful agd effprtlesi.

A stnto department Inquiry re- 
tarding desirability of an Interna- 
lorml agrnement, Wallace said, 
has brought favorable replies from

tho secretary declared it was nec- 
essary for tho United States .to 
embark on a program of subsldlz- 
ng exports to regain this coun- 
try's 
"fair share" of

record surplus. 
Despite sharp opposition raised 
n the senate and In the cotton In- 
dustry, Wallace indicated the ad-

bounties on cotton sold abroad if 
congress provides necessary funds. 
"Whatever may happen in tho 
future," ho said, "tho export sub- 
sidy plan Is very much alive to- 
day. 


The plan Is designed to expedite 
foreign sales of cotton and to re-

Tho correct position keeps your 
body In the water .only partly un- 
der—and Is largely determined by 
your head, If your feet are more 
than two Inches below tho surface 
of the water, they can be elevated 
by carrying your head a little lowor. 
Or if your logs are out of tho wa- 
ter, your head should bo lifted, 
which will bring them down to the 
correct level. 
How to Float. 
Most people can bn taught 
to 
float, and it Is essential that all 
swimmers should know how to float 
on the balk, AN a moans of rest- 
Ing in the water, floating will bo 
frequently used. 
Extend your arms sidcwlso at 
right angles from your body and 
He back on the water. Lift your 
feet from the bottom and lot them 
float upward. Fill your lungs with 
air and hold your chest high, al- 
lowing your head to fall back un- 
til Jour ears are nubmersed, The 
most buoyant position la that with 
the arms outstretched on the sur- 
faco of the water and extended 
further back than the shoulders, 
notes of feet together and knees 
bent apart In the form of an O. 
When it is necessary to exhale, 
it must be dono quickly, inhaling 
again at once,.in order to keep the 
lungs filled with air as much of 
the time as possible. 
There are some people who can- 
not float horizontally, 
but 
who 
may be able to float in an upright 
position. However, if a person can 
remain motionless in any position 
In water that Is over tilt depth, he 
li floating.

ties hereafter Issued be made sub- 
ject to federal and state Income 
tal laws. 
He also recalled that 
the treasury had recently present- 
ed alternative rate plans for old- 
age Insurance contributions In tho 
next three years. 


At the outset, Morgenthau de- 
clared that preservation of Amer- 
ica's Democratlo form of govern- 
ment over a long period of years 
required a fiscal program with a 
four-fold objective: 


"(1) 
Promotion of free enter- 
prise and private Investment; (2) 
attainment of full business recov- 
ery; (3) maintenance of our pub- 
lic finances In a sound and un- 
assailable position, and (4) a just 
distribution of tax burdens and a 
more equitable distribution of na- 
tional Income." 


In Three Categories. 


Placing his suggestions in three 
categories, 
Morgenthau 
testified 


the

'produces little revenue and has 
little effect on business." 


He said the tax In its present 


form does not attain the objective 
of preventing tax avoidance and 
had acquired prominence 
as

"psychological Irritant largely be- 
cause of the widespread and emo- 
tional criticism which has been 
directed against It." 


Morgenthau renewed 
the 
ad- 


ministration's advocacy of remov- 
ing: the tax exemption from gov- 
ernment securities. 
If this were 


.done he said, It would be "fair 
and logical to re-examine the ques- 
tion of whether the present sur- 
tax rates on very large incomes 
may not be so high that they dis- 
courage the limited number of 
Individuals subject to them from 
taking normal business risks."
